Tax Cuavprere Gorp Mises.—Mr. BE. H. Mar- 
ney, writing from Quebec to the Belleville Chron- 
icle reapecting the Chaudiere gold miues, says :— 
“The diggings on the Gilbert still continue to 
be very remunerative, and the general yield ¢con- 
stantly increasing. Naggets from 6 to 8 ounces 
in weight are frequently being found, It it said 
that since the 15th of Jane the yield amongst 
800 miners has been from $1,200 tv $1,400 per 
day. Somedays the yield has been as high as 
$9,000. A discovery of far more importance 
than the allavial diggings has been made within 
the last month ; an assay was made in New York 
of:some samples. of quartz from some mines bear 
the Chandiere river, and they gave as @ result 
$15 in Gold, aud $22 in silver, or $37 of both 
metals to the top, which is very rich, A dGom- 
pany is abont commencing immediate operations 
for taking out qtartz this fall. and. winter, and 
will. have a large mill ready for working in’ the 
spting: .
